Eighteen others were 
wounded, several fatally. A passenger 
train yestetday, when within sir miles of 
Crested Butte, divided, the engine going 
ahead to clear the track.

Finally a man named Pomeroy ap- 
peared, and, as Lucy said afterward, as 
soon as she looked at him she knew he 
was her " tum-tum man," and she must 
go with him. He had a small sloop, and 
Lucy became its mate. The Swo alone 
ran it for several years up and down the 
river. He established a little trading 
post, and Lucy always took charge of 
that when he went to buy goods. When 
gold was discovered at Ringgold bar, 
Lucy went there, worked with a rocker 
like a man and washed out hundreds of 
dollars' worth of gold, all of which she 
gave to Pomeroy. With it he built a fine 
schooner and enlarged his business, the 
faithful Lucy working always at his side 
and bidding. At last, after eight or ten 
years, he grew weary of het and of the 
country and made up his mind to go to 
California. But he had not the heart to 
tell Lucy he meant to leave her. The 
pilot who told me this story was at that 
time Captain of a schooner on the river. 
Pomeroy came to him one day and asked 
him to move Lucy and her effects down 
to Columbus. He said he told her she 
must go and live with her relatives while 
he went to California and looked about, 
and then he would send for her. 

The poor creature, who had no idea of 
treachery, came on board cheerfully and 
willingly, and he set her off at Colum- 
bus. This was in the early spring. Week 
after week, month after month, when- 
ever his schooner stopped there, Lucy 
was on the shore asking if he had heard 
from Pomeroy. For a long time, he said, 
he couldn't bear to tell her. At last he 
did; but she would not believe him. 
Winter came on. She had got a few 
boards together and built herself a sort 
of hut, near a house where lived an ec- 
centric old bachelor, who finally took 
compassion on her, and to save her from 
freezing, let her come into his shanty to 
sleep. He was a mysterious old man, a 
recluse with a morbid aversion to women, 
and at the outset it was a great struggle 
for him to let even an Indian woman 
cross his thresheld. But, little by little, 
Lucy won her way ; first she washed the 
dishes, then she would timidly help at 
the cooking. Faithful, patient, unpre- 
suming, at last she grew to be really the 
old man's Housekeeper as well as servant. 
He lost his health and became blind. 
Lucy took care of him till he died, and 
followed him to the grave, his only 
mourner, the only human being in the 
country with whom he had any tie. He 
left her his little house and a few hun- 
dred dollars— all he had; and there she is 
still alone, making out to live by doing 
whatever work she can find in the neigh- 
borhood. Everybody respects her; she 
is known as "Lucy" up and down the 
river. "I did my best to hire her to 
come and keep house for my wife last 
year," said the pilot. 'Td rather have 
her for nurse or cook than any white 
woman in Oregon. But she wouldn't 
come. I don't know as she's done look- 
ing for Pomeroy to come back yet, and 
she's going to stay just where he left her 
She never misses a time waving to me 
when she knows what boat I'm on, and 
there isn't much going on the river she 
don't know." 



A Little Boy's Adventure.

— Fried calf's brains make a very good 
dish. First wash them in three or four 
waters, remove the skin, and boil them 
for ten or fifteen minutes in salt and 
water, to which a little vinegar has been 
added ; after taking them out let them 
lie in cold water until ready to use them. 
Make a batter of the yelks of eggs and 
cracker crumbs; cut the brains in slices 
and dip them in the batter, and fry in 
hot lard or butter. Serve garnished with 
parsley or beete. — Chicago News. 

— The Philadelphia Ledger says that 
Mrs. Mary Gravely, Bailey's Cross-roads, 
Buck county Pa., has a cow which a few 
months ago had its front leg cut off be- 
low the knee by a railroad train. A vet- 
erinary surgeon dressed the wounds, and 
tied up the arteries so skillfully that the 
cow recovered, when a neighbor, a cabi- 
net-maker, made for her a wooden leg 
which he strapped on the stump. The 
cow hopped along holding the injured 
leg up for a day or two, but now she has 
concluded to use the wooden attachment, 
and limps around quite comfortable upon 
it, and seems to be in good health. 

— Oyster sauce, which is delicious with 
salmon, and with chicken also, is made 
thus: Let a dozen or more large oysters 
come to a boil in their own liquor or in a 
very little water, mix equal quantities, 
say half a cupful, of butter and flour 
till they are smooth, then put in a stew 
pan with the oyster liquor, adding salt, 
cayenne pepper, and a small cup of 
sweet cream ; set the pan on the stove, 
and let the sauce simmer gently till it is 
entirely free from lumps, and of the 
requisite thickness; just before removing 
it from the fire, add the pieces of oysters. 
Pour over the fish on the platter, but if 
serwed with chicken, put it into a gravy 
boat.— N. Y. Pod. 

Mushroom. 

Several gardeners have fitted up cellars 
especially for the purpose of growing 
mushrooms in winter, and after some 
more or less troublesome experience at 
the beginning, have come to depend upon 
them as a regular item of farm produc- 
tion. The conditions for growing them 
are simple enough to discover, but not 
always easy to provide with unfailing 
regularity. They require a damp air of 
a temperature from 50° to 70° ; if never 
below 60° it is better. They do best in 
the dark, but light admitted occasionly 
for the purpose of working the beds, 
does not harm. The beds are made of 
fresh horse dung, free from long straw, 
mixed with its bulk of fresh loam. The 
dung and loam are mixed in a shed and 
allowed to heat for a day or two, when 
the compost is packed upon shelves in 
the cellar about a foot deep; the moisture 
will heat up and after the heat has sub- 
sided a few days so that a thermometer 
plunged in the bed will make about 90°, 
the spawn is put in. The spawn is im- 
ported from France and England, and 
Very much depends upon having a good 
article to begin with ; it is broken up 
from the square blocks resembling bricks 
made of mud, and pieces about as big at 
hen's eggs are planted every foot or so in 
the bed just under the surface; after a 
few days the surface of the bed is covered 
with fresh loam an inch deep; in five or 
six weeks the mushrooms should begin to 
come up in clusters all over the bed, it 
takes them three or four days to expand 
to their full size, when they should be 
carefully plucked and packed in ootton 
wool in paper boxes for market. Th. 
demand for thein seems to lie on the in- 
crease ; they are ased by the first class 
hotels and club houses in considerable 
quantities and sell for prices ranging 
from 50c. to $1.00 per pound through the 
winter; a successful grower informed me 
that he had sometimes sold $500 worth 



A Monopoly of '49. 

Mr. Henry L. Goodwin, of East Htrt- 
lord, Conn., made a good share of his 
large fortune by a curious sort of mo- 
nopoly. He was a California "forty- 
niner," and in those early days, when 
Ban Francisco and its vicinity had a 
wretchedly poor supply of drinking 
water, he was one evening charged half a 
dollar by a man who owned a well for a 
drink for his oxen. That made him mad 
and he resolved that he too would be- 
come known as man- who owns- a- well. 
With the aid of his partner, an engineer, 
he bored eighty feet deep on his town 
lot and there struck an inexhaustible 
supply of the best water yet found on the 
whole coast. Then he established a free 
drinking fountain for all passers-by but 
for all other purposes he sold the water, 
six gallons for a cent. Cattle owners 
could have their stock watered for fifty 
cents a yoke per week. For a long time 
everyone who wanted pure water had to 
go to Goodwin's well for it, and a hand- 
some fortune was realized therefrom. — 
Hartford {Conn.) Currant.
